LONDON, March 
27.— 


(/P)—Prime Minister Chur- 
chill predicted today that 
the new Yugoslav govern- 
ment would repudiate the 
country's pact with the axis. 


"Though I don't 
know 


what will happen and one 
cannot be sure of anything," he 
said, "I believe that it is reason- 
able to expect that we shall have 
a government In Yugoslavia which 
will repudiate the pact signed the 
day before yesterday and will bo 
ready to defend the honor and 
frontiers of Yugoslav against ag- 
gression." 


Churchill spoke at 
a 
Trade 


Union Congress luncheon. 


Earlier he had told a meeting 


of the 
Conservative Party cen- 
tral committee that Yugoslav had 
"found Its soul" in "revolution1 
In Belgrade. 


The Prime Minister told the 
party meeting that there "is a 
supreme event more blessed than 
victories, namely the rising of the 
spirit of the great American na- 
tion and its even more intimate 
assqclatlon 
with 
the 
common 
cause." 


The labor luncheon at which he 


spoko was attended 
by 
United 
States Ambassador John G. Win- 
ant. 


"It was breaking all our hearts 


to see the gallant Serbian and 
Yugoslav people 
signing 
away 


their souls 
over 
the 
counter 


through weak and cowardly rul- 
ers to those who, once they had 
them In their grip, would have, 
shaken the life and Independence 
out of them," Churchill said.'

. There would be four main divis- 
ions:

tion management; 


2—A price control agency; • 
3—A "home defense" section; 
4—An "economic defense" unit. 
The process of consolidating all 


defense activities outside of war 
and navy, departments is already 
under way, Informed officials re- 
ported. 
They said Mr. Roosevelt 


probably would appoint an active 
director 
soon for 
the office of 


emergency management to facili- 
tate matters. 


This man would not, they ex- 


plained, be a "defense czar" but 
a defense coordinator whose chief 
job would be to speed up contacts 
between President Roosevelt and 
the defense agencies. 


Centralization of defense work 


under the office 
of 
emergency 


managment, officials said, would 
mean the disappearance of the na- 
tional 
defense advisory 
commis- 


sion, the 
original seven-member 


organization set up last May-when 
the rearmament 
program 
began, 


Already, it was pointed out, the 


office of emergency management 
takes in the office of production 
management, headed by William S. 
Knudsen and Sidney Hlllman. Both 
originally were members of the 
NDAC, Knudsen 
for 
production 


and Hlllman for labor. Edward R. 
Setttlnius, the materials member 
also transferred to OPM. 


Leon Henderson, the price con- 


trol member, and Miss Harriet El- 
liott, the consumer representative, 
both would move It was propos- 
ed, into the price control agency, 
which would combine both their 
activities.

would coordinate various work of 
different departments, the "freez- 
ing" of foreign funds by the treas- 
ury, 
the prosecution of anti-trust 
cases helpful to the defense pro- 
gram by the justice department, 
commerce department attempts to 
prevent foreign patent monopolies 
from hindering defense, and sim- 
ilar activities by the securities 
commlttlon, postofflce department 
and state department;-

Donovan, 
an 
attorney 
who 


fought with the "Fighting 
69th" 


in the World war, returned re- 
cently from an observation tour 
through 
the European and Af- 


rican war zones. Although he said 
he had no official s'tatus, Dono- 
van talked with President Roose- 
velt upon his return. 


He asked his listeners If they 


were prepared to take the" chance 
which would accompany delivery 
of goods to 
Britain. 


"For there Is a chance," ho said. 


"There Is danger, and whatever 
we do we must recognize that the 
danger of attack exists." 


The United States he asserted, 


has no choice as to whether it will 
be attacked. 


"That choice Is Hitler's" he said, 
"x x x Our 
only choice is to 


choose whether or not wo will 
resist, 
And to choose 
in 
time: 


while resistance Is still possible; 
while others are still alive to stand 
beside us." 


He saw Germany's aim Is ab- 


solute domination of the whole 
world, and warned that the relch 
should not "be underrated." 


He said that England now Is 


"much stronger" than in tho sum- 
mer of 1940 after the fall of Dun- 
kirk,

Wlnfree, who came to tho Univer- 
sity as a boy 33 years ago. "Hitler 
always has said he would take 
America from within, x x x I would 
rather close the university and ndt 
have so much high Ideas than 
to ruin America from within."

tax to 41-2 per cent and amend 
tho gasoline fuel to levy to include 
liquefied gases. 


The committee last night hoard 
arguments against Increased levies 
on utilities, telephone 
companies 
and liquor and a newly-suggested 
tax on automobile 
finance 
com- 
panies. 
No one appeared to pro- 


test a proposed levy of five cents 
a share on stock sales. 


Industry representatives

their attacks on the proposal on 
mounting national defense taxes In

day on gas and Wednesday on sul- 
phur, carbon black, soft drinks, oil

funds for bigger old age pensions, 
aid to the needy adult blind, aid to 
dependent and nrglec'U'd cl;'**dron 
and teachcfs retirement. "'If pass- 
ed, It would levy tho first state tax 
Increases since 1936.

WASHINGTON, 
March 


26.—(fP)—Plans of the Agri- 
cultm-e Department to start 
a 
$60,000,000 
flood 
and 


soil erosion control program 
on the Trinity River water- 
shed in Texas before June 
30 were revealed today. 


To get work under way, the agri- 
culture department plans to allo- 
cate about $1,000,000 from a special 
$4,000,000 fund for flood and ero- 
sion control on 
principal 
water- 
sheds. 
The Trinity River Is the 
second to be brought Into this pro- 
gram. The first was the Los An- 
geles River In California. 
Information relating to the Trin- 
ity River project was given mem- 
bers of a House appropriations sub- 
committee by E. J, Utx, In charge 
of flood control In the agriculture 
department's office of land use co- 
ordination. 
He appeared In sup- 
port of a $908,348 Item In the civil 
functions bill for surveys of other 
watersheds. (The war and agricul- 
ture departments co-operate in the 
program.) 
Average annual costs for com- 
plete installation 
of tho Trinity 


River improvement program over 
a fifteen-year period were estimat- 
ed by Utz to be $5,478,000, Including 
federal, state and private expendi- 
tures. 
Average annual 
benefits, 
embrazing reduced flood, 
erosion, 
and sedimentation damages and In- 


creased crop yields were estimated 
at $15,800,000—a ratio of $2.88 In 
benefits for each $1 of costs. 


While the fifteen-year "cost" of 
such a program would total $82,- 
170,000, actual expenditures would 
run only about $60,000,000, Utz said 
later, explaining that the larger fig- 
ure represented 
interest 
charged 
against the investment. 
This was 
done to calculate the ratio of colts 
and benefits, he asserted. 
Release of funds for work on the 


Trinity River must be authorized 
by President Roosevelt. Utz said 
that all revisions had been complet- 
ed on the Trinity program and that 
It had been approved by the secre- 
tary of agriculture. 
"The second program ready for 
action is that for the 11,000,000-acre 
watershed on the Trinity River In 
Texas," he noted, after commenting 
on the Los Angeles River program. 
"The detailed report on this area 
revealed a serious problem of dam- 
ages from flood, erosion, and sed- 
imentation in large part 
arising 


from improper use of farm 
and 
ranch lands . . . 


"The work will be carried on 
through farmer-organized soil con- 
servation districts, which are now 
organized on over 90 per cent of 
the watershed."

"CRISIS," IN CHINESE, SPELLS 


"DANGER" AND "OPPORTUNITY 


Present Upheaval May Mean Creation of a 


Better World Order—How the Disciples of 
Jesus Emerged From Their Supreme Crisis 
As Builders of a New Kingdom.

In Chinese, the character for 
"crisis" Is made up of two Ideo- 
graphs, one meaning "anger" and 
the other "opportunity." That is 
a true word picture. Our present 
crisis, as the headlines daily scream 
at us, represents danger—dire and 
near danger. 
Really 
thoughtful 


persons, sensitive 
to the 
times, 


shudder at the dread possibilities 
involved ' in 
the contemporary 


world situation. There is danger, 
not only to life and property, but, 
far more significant, to those spi- 
ritual values and Ideals which rep- 
resent the highest achievements 
of human 
character. 
Smashed 
cities are 
not so 
terrible 
as 


smashed spirits. 


"Crisis" also spells opportunity; 


and that Is the aspect of the hour 
that we are overlooking. The road 
that mankind is now treading may 
lead either to a graveyard or to a 
garden. With sublime optimism, 
the British Government has ap- 
pointed my good 
friend, 
Lord, 


Reith, to the task of planning for 
national reconstruction 
after 
the 


war. Cities that lie partly in hi- 
deous ruin will be rebuilt with 
new beauty and utility. 


Many high-minded .persona are 


already dreaming of a brave and 
brotherly and beautiful new world 
order to succeed the present rule 
of fear and hate and oppression. 
They see the present upheaval as 
a supreme opportunity for a hot- 
ter state of things for human be- 
ings. 


Consequence* of One Crisis. 


Whan the supreme 
crisis—the 


death of their Leader—befell the 
first Christian disciples, they at 
first slumped into despairing fear, 
beneath the danger and apparent 
defeat that had come upon them. 
The prospects of tho Christian 
Church, on that black Friday and 
Saturday, were about zero. 


Then came tho resurrection, and 


the reappearance of the Savior; 
and tho outlook changed to one f>t 
opportunity. 
After 
conferences 


with Him, 
Hla 
friends got 
a 


glimpse of the real greatness of 
Christ's program; 
and, all thoir 


faculties of faith quickened by the 
tragedy through which they had 
passed, they set out to win the 
world—no longer defeated, timid 
dupes of false hopes as they had 
believed, but heroes and loaders 
and imperialists in the grandest 
project that had ever boen pre- 
sented to mortal eyes. Their crisis 
had been transformed into a com- 
mission. 
, 


That event, the turning point In 


human history, should put a heart 
of hope into all of us today. Al- 
though confronted by unprecedent- 
ed material and military might in 
the hands of pagan 
powers—yet 


not so great as the power of the 
Rome of Jesus' day—we are con- 
fident that 
tho over-ruling 
Al- 


mighty, who has the greatest stake 
of all In a victory of righteousness, 
will not permit the triumph of His 
enemies. 
Instead, the world-wldo 


upheaval which Hitler and his as- 
sociates have created is only a 
ploughing up of caked soil for a 
new harvest of better life for all 
mankind. Victory is as sure as the 
promises of God. 


The Two Factors. 


Two factors changed the whole 


attitude of those first 
disciples. 


One was the resurrection of Jesus. 
He was not. a dead leader, but a 
living Lord. Death Itself, man's 
greatest enemy, had boen conquer- 
ed. So all the forces of life, with 
the new power symbolized by the 
resurrection, were on their 'side. 
They became uposlles of a risen 
Christ. 


In the second place, the disciples 


wore to wait fl»r tho empowerment 
of the Holy Spirit. 
Before 
His 


I death, Jesus had promised them 
the Comforter. 
Hla Other 
Self, 


who would be with them forever; 
but they had not understood. Now, 
after giving them thoir great com- 
mission, the risen Master definite- 
ly Instructed thorn to tarry for this 
supernatural emlucement. By His 
help, they could become prevailing 
witnesses and world-conquerors. 


This vast truth is not easy for 


materlal-mlndod 
men to 
grasp, 


Spiritual resources are n5t as read- 
ily tabulated a« planes'and ships 
and guns and tanks. That there 1> 
a Spirit in tho world, roenforclng 
righteousness and 
Insuring 
lt» 


final victory, Is only to bo appre- 
hended by tho spiritually minded. 
Such may soo, In the spacious per- 
spective of history, how that Spirit 
ha« been abroad In the world, In- 
spiring and sustaining all cooper- 
ative personalities. With new zest 
and 
understanding 
ChrUtlani 


should be sounding tho Now Testa- 
ment slogan, "This is tho victory 
that overcometh the world, even 
our faith." Today's real war Is less 
against Hitler than against the 
spiritual forces of darkness -which 
he represents nrid embodies. 


Tho (irmit Wur. 


Scholars may analyze the truth 


which the average person dimly 
apprehends, thut there is eternal 
wnr In the world between two op- 
posing forces. Every groat nation- 
al literature—from before the days 
of Persia's ZoroastHanlsm,

Its two contending principles of 
Mazda, or Ormazd, or light, and 
Ahrlman, or thirkness—has dram- 
atized this Ideal of the struggle be- 
tween good and evil. Paul's expres- 
sion of it as a duel personality 
within him is familiar to Bible stu- 
dents.

Al.Hiip 
explained 
laughingly. 
"Everybody's jittery." 
A few minutes later, Rep, Sam 
Hanna of Dallas asked someone 
proposing a possibly controversial 
resolution if he didn't know "every- 
body's in a bad humor this morn- 
ing?"
